During World War II a disease 


called epidemic or infectious hepa- 
titis caused a good deal of trouble. 
This disease has been recognized 
in occasional outbreaks or individ- 
ual .cases for a long time and was 
formerly called catarrhal jaundice. 
It is an infectious disease involving 
principally the liver. It has occur- 
red in more or less widespread 
epidemics both in this country and 
in many theaters of military oper- 
ation. 


In more than four-fifths of the 


patients -there is an 
early period 


of the disease lasting a few days, 
which precedes the characteristic 
jaundice, or yellow coloration 
n£ 


the skin. In about one 
out of 10 


the jaundice appears 
at the be- 


ginning. The 
early stage is usu- 


ally accompanied by easy faviga- 
bihty, slight 
nausea and almost 


complete loss of appetite.
